OFS wants more staff to lobby province 




PETERBOROUGH — The Ontario 
Federation of Students (OFS) yester- 
day established guidelines for expan- 
ding the organization into a well- 
heeled lobby group and organizer for 
students at the provincial level. This 
move comes at a time when in- 
creases in tuition fees looms as a dis- 
tinct possibility. 



Delegates to the two-day OFS 
general meeting voted to work 
towards a nine-member staff, in- 
cluding four fieldworkers, two 
researchers and an information co- 
- ordinator. 

The increased staff would es- 
tablish closer contact with member 
student councils and work to in- 



crease awareness of OFS activity 
among the general student popula- 
tion of Ontario. 

It would also continue to provide 
an effective student lobby at Queen's 
Park, and establish closer links with 
other provincial bodies involved in 
education, trade unions and com- 
munity work.

OFS currently employs only three 
people who must perform lobbying, 
research and communications work 
for a constituency of over 100,000. 
"We can only provide a maintenance 
of the status quo" complained one of 
the current staff. 

To finance the proposed expan- 
sion, student councils, which are 
members now or which will be join- 
ing, will conduct referenda on their 
respective campuses in the next 
year. The referenda will ask students 
to affirm membership in OFS by 
authorizing a levy of $1.50 per stu- 
dent to be collected in addition to 
regular student council fees. 

The University of Western Ontario 
in London will be the first to have 
such a referendum. Students there 
will go to the polls in less than three 
weeks. U of T's SAC is currently dis- 
cussing the proposal with the 
referendum tentatively set for 
March 13 and 14. 

"During the past year, we have 
done several concrete things to 
justify the forty cent fee" OFS 
researcher Paul Axelrod said 



"We have established valuable 
files of useful material for student 
councils. We've put out two 
province-wide newspapers and 
we've presented a well documented 
brief to the (Ontario) Committee on 
University Affairs. 

"Unfortunately, our credibility 
with the government is greater than 
with the students. We must make a 
concerted effort to make OFS known 
to the students", Axelrod said. . 

In addition, OFS delegates voted 
to mount a "forceful organizing cam- 
paign' against any attempt by the 
provincial government to increase 
tuition fees ae;iin. 

The desire for such a campaign 
followed a meeting last week 
between OFS representatives and 
Colleges and University Minister 
Jack "Flash" McNie. 

Tuition fees increased by $100 for 
the 1972-73 academic year. The 
government's COPSEO report, 
reccommended sharply increasing 
tuition fees along with easier access 
to .greater sources of loans.

LANDMAN TALKS

The South African Yearbook for 
1973 states that "the South-West 
African Legislative Assembly has 
wide legislative powers, excepting 
such matters as defense, railways 
and harbours, customs and excise, 
police, foreign affairs, Bantu af- 
fairs, civil aviation and the con- 
stitution of the courts of jus- 
tice, which are all reserved to 
the South African Parliament.' 1 

The implications of these re- 
served "rights" for the people of 
South-West Africa were pre- 
sented this past week by repre- 
sentatives of the South-West Afri- 
ca People's Organization. S.W.A. 
P.O. h&s led the struggle forpoli- 
tical independence and self-deter- 
mination of the people's of South- 
west Africa since 195*?. The or- 
ganizations' efforts today extend 
from continued guerrilla warfare 
in Namibia (South-West Africa), 
to a campaign for international 
support of their cause. S.W. A. 
P.O. "calls upon the world to re- 
cognize its responsibility in the 
liberation struggle of the Namibian 
people." The General Assembly of 
the United Nations passed a res- 
olution in October 196G termina- 
ting the South African mandate 
over Namibia -- a resolution which 
was endorsed by the Security 
Council in 1967 and by the advi- 
sory opinion of the International 
Court of Justice in June 1971. 
These resolutions and Judgements 
justify our acceptance of respon- 



sibility on strictly legal grounds, 
disregarding moral or humanitar- 
ian justifications tosupportNaml- . 
bia. 

The S.W.A.P.O. representatives 
underlined the closed nature of 
South African society. The reali- 
ty of the "Police State" in Nami- 
bia today is apparent in the South 
African Governments policy of 
maintaining tribal communities. 
This effort to pit Black against 
Black, oppressing attempts to con- 
struct a consolidated front on op- 
position to the government, was 
presented as planned government 
policy. A description of the con- 
tract labour system In Namibia 
" was a follows: "According to the 
contract labour system any strike 
in Namibia is illegal. Contract 
labourers have no right to strike 
as this amounts to breaking the 
contract, which Is a criminal of- 
fense. It tnust be emphasized 
that the sole recruiting agency is 
the South-West Africa Native La- 
bour Association which represents 
the employers." Working condi- 
tions were characterized by ten to 
twelve hour work days with maxi- 
mum wages of forty dollars per 
month. The workers In mines live 
in compounds likened to Nazi con- 
centration camps and leave their 
families In thetr tribal communi- 
ty. Thus, by signing a contract, 
a man enters a condition of en- 
force bachelor hood for twelve to 
elghteon months. Workers are 
sent home upon expiration of the 
"contract" and a new force of un- 



skilled cheap labour arrives. Em- 
ployment Is thereby never perma- 
nent, and attainment of skills be-. 
comes Impossible. The South 
African government obtain reve- 
nue from taxation and partial ow- 
nership in multi-national corpor- 
ations operating In Namibia and 
the people receive employment 
"akin to slavery" as described 
by the International Commission 
of Jurists in Geneva. The pre- 
sence of South African military 
forces in Namibian to "maintain- 
the orderly operation of govern- 
ment" completes the picture of 
this culture of'represslon. 

As Sidney Hook suggests in his 
book, Political Power and Per- 
sonal Freedom, "if men are like 
sheep, as some neo-Machiaveltl- 
ans would have us to believe, they 
need shepherds to protect them as 
much from the consequences of 
their own stupidity as from wol- 
ves. But although men are not al- 
together rational animals, thp.y 
are far from accepting like 
sheep the false doctrine that o- 
ther individuals can be better 
trusted to discover and adminis- 
ter to their needs than their .own 
imperfect selves." Theresldents 
of Namibia are thinking, working - 
individuals; they are men, not 
sheep.

APARTHIED METHODS

On Wednesday, (Feb. ), a talk was 

given by a Mr. Landman on South Africa 
with the purpose of revealing the facts 
about his home country. Mr. Landman's 
talk lasting' for an hour was well prepar- 
ed with numerous references to newspaper 
articles, statements by notable people, and 
statistics. He began by trying to show 
that the term apartheid (segregation of races 
in South Africa), (Webster's College Dic- 
tionary) was a loaded term over-used by 
the critics of his country and did not ap- 
ply to South Africa. He also argues that 
through general elections the black people 
do not prefer integration, but rather the 
_ black nations are in support of South Afri- 
' ca's policy of non-integration. The speaker 
argues, (indeed he knows the tricks of 
public speaking), that many steps have been 
taken in favor of the black people and he 
is quick to point these out, eg. the exis- 
tence of three black universities, the black 
vote, cancellation of certain discriminatory 
laws, access to political freedom and self- 
determination of the black nations. - Mr. 
Landman states that alter South Africa's 
320 years of settlement by the whites that 
he now considers himself an Afrikander 
("native of South Africa born of European 
esp. Duth settlers") (Pocket Oxford Dic- 
tionary), and not a European. South Africa 
is his home. He makes references to coun- 
tries as New Zealand, U.S.A. and Canada 
whose history of settlement is less than 
South Africa's and yet are also considered 
homelands. Fine and dandy. 

This article is not necessarily written 
with the purpose of proving Mr. Landman 
right or wrong. Rather it is written topofnt 
out the dangers and difficulties of the im- 
plications and reactions, (especially of the 
lay audience), to his talk. Mr. Landman 
"conveniently" had to leave for a T.V. 
interview after spending the majority of his 
time at Laurentian giving his argument 
with little time left over for a question 
period. For those who know something of 
South Africa it Is easy to remain convinc- 
ed of our feeling about this topic despite 
the seeming weight of Mr. Landman's talk. 
Should one whose feelings .and commitments 



are opposed to the policy of South Africa 
simply laugh J-and write Mr. Landman off 
as a fool? Certainly not. This is not enough. 
For the, intellectual whose elementary be- 
liefs and political convictions oppose events 
as South Africa he would be fulfilling his 
role more fully by taking the time and 
gathering the resources needed to show the' 
people at large where oppression exists in 
the world. The discussion is far more than 
mere academics; theory must be brought 
to reflect reality. The intellectual's work 
is to fight his enemy ideologically. (Regis 
Debray, "Strategy for Revolution", Pen- 
guin, 1973). 

Mr. Landman says he is not a diplomat. 
I fall to see this. He Is here for a reason 
namely to better relations between Canada 
and a South Africa ruled by whites. South 
Airica and for that matter the ruling class 
of Canada could have much to gain if people 
like Mr. Landman were to convince the Ca- 
nadian public, (esp. university students), 
of his side of the story. The term is ideo- 
logy and this exists in every country. Ideo- 
logy is the attitudes of rulers stamped on 
the people, It is a form of social control. 
(Phil Brown, preface; "Radical Psychology", 
Harper, 1973). Regardless of how strong a 
government is, it still needs the consent of 
the people. According to a Marxist inter- 
pretation, those who own the means of pro- 
duction are the creators, (and maintain it), 
of the ideology. Much is to be gained for 
certain class Interest, if the people in the 
masses support the existing ideology of Mr. 
Landman. 

So the lay audience which may not be well 
versed in the use of statistics, metho- 
dology, and mere argument, Mr. Landman's 
speech may, seem convincing by the sheer 
weight of It. Herein lies the danger, the 
danger of the truth, wherever It lies of 
not being revealed. Therefore It Is not 
enough to merely scoff at Mr. Landman 
if we disagree with him. If the Intellectual 
does no more than this he may soon find 
himself fenced off and silenced because 
the colour of his skin is a shade too dark. 
This Is no laughing matter; over most of the 
world, Orwell's "1984" is becoming a rea- 
lity. All forms of oppression require theor- 
dering and silencing of the majority If not 
their consent. In "1984*' the members of 
society become the government's strongest 



advocates. Revolution, if it Is to succeed 
requires revolutionary theory. Immense 
theoretical labour is required to counter ths 
forces of repression. (Regis Debray). 

For the people of Canada to oppose the 
actions of South Africa is to make it hard 
for the South African government and better 
for the black people of South Africa and also 
the Angolas and Mozambiques. 

Of Mr. Landman's speech the intellectual 
could asir &ucti -Questions for example as: 

1. Does 320 years of settlement in Afri- 
ca, (or 320 years of colonialist repression 
of the black man), amount to the white 
man being able to consider himself a son 
of Africa? 

2. Does the existence of 3 black univer- 
sities in South Africa mean a gain for the 
black man? A form of tokenism may exist 
to appease the masses where black people 
are selected and put into seemingly in- 
fluential positions where In reality they can 
do no harm to the system or a black bour- 
geois is created. In this latter case it 
makes little difference what the* colour of 
your skin Is and therefore no gains for 
the black people at large. This possibility 
should be considered. 

, 3. How does the speaker define his terms, 
such as apartheid? Has he successfully ar- 
gue {that apartheid does not exist in South 
Africa? Does an Individual's arguments no 
matter how theoretically sound truly re- 
flect reality? Equally important, can the 
audience separate the style of his speech 
from the logic of his argument? 

4. what Is meant by the existence of a 
press that freely criHsizes the South Afri- 
can government? Does this press voice 
the feelings of the people or is it just a 
guise to deter the people from the real 
Issues? 

5. Are reforms and measures in government 
in favour of the black people of South Afr- 
ca In the long run? Do political reforms 
on paper necessarily mean more freedom 
for the black people? 

Clearly then, It Is not enough to scoff 
at people who argue beliefs whose implica- 
tions are many. If the intellectual wishes 
the people to see the truth. If he wishes to ■ 
stop oppression then he should point out 
and argue against dangerous beliefs which 
may purport to be non-oppressive. After 
all, isn't that what democracy is all about?

The content of this article will be of 
little interest to the student body at large, 
however, it does concern a "student" who 
at present has two roles In society; that of 
a student and a reporter. One of the courses 
that this student enrolled in Is Political 
Science, a course that might enhance his 
potential as a reporter providing that he 
doesn't suffer excessive role conflict. 

I am not attacking your personality, only 
your actions, your failure to be honest to 
those you write for (the public), and those 
you report about. What follows may at 
times appear subjective, lacing logic and in 
the style of the Spanish Inquisitions. I sin- 
cerely hope that you wilt be able to deter- 
mine the purpose of this effort and not 
misconstrue it to Hie degree that the "lec- 
ture" was. 

It appears that the professor's remarks 
in class, concerning the salary negotiations 
at LU, were being recorded, not for the 
purpose of knowledge but with foe Intention 
of releasing the remarks to the public. 
By your recording the contents of the lec- 
ture for uses other than academic, you have 
removed his (the professor's) academic 
freedom. The right to express oneself be- 
fore the class without fear of having the 
remarks used against you and out of con- 
text is only one facet or the meaning of 
academic freedom - the very facet that 
you, as a student, transgressed. Will every 
professor now have to exercise caution, 
censor his conversations and avoid certain 
topics because he stands to have himself 
thrown at the mercy of someone looking for 
gossip to print in. the local dally? As stu- 
dents we stand to gain from the experiences 
and comments of our mentors. Limit their 
freedom of expression and the dehumanlza- 
tion aspect of education will become more 
salient. 

Another feature of your obnoxious exer- 
cise that stands to be examined is just 
how much you actually did understand from 
what was said. How in hell could you re- 
port verbatum what was actually said and 
in what context? I am familiar with the 
professor In question and have often tried 



to record his exact words, an exercise 
that I found impossible since he tends 
to converse at an accelerated level. Even 
shorthand does not succeed. I am im- 
plying that you may have missed what 
was actually said by the professor. 

I also challenge your methods of se- 
curing your "scoop". If your intentions 
had been honest and you felt that the public 
at large had a right to know what was tak- 
ing place regarding the salary negotiations, 
you would have approached the matter dif- 
ferently - i.e. in the capacity of a reporter 
requesting interviews with the faculty at 
large. However, under the" guise of a stu- 
dent you recorded YOUR interpretation of 
the class lecture, and released it to the 
news media without the consent of the pro- 
fessor. It is obvious that you feel little 
.responsibility to your public. You have 
violated your obligations to your paper and 
public. I might suggest that you read the 
June 1972 Issue of Maclean's (p. 24-5) 
concerning the behaviour of the news me- 
dia in Kitchener. Your methods could re- 
semble their failure to Inform the public. 
Reporters are not without a degree of 
bias and we can accept this fact since it 
Is attributable to us all. However, when 
bias transforms into deception then It can 
no longer be tolerated. Responsibility Is 
what the news media needs most, especial- 
ly in Sudbury. 

Not only did you, as a reporter, fail 
your public obligations but the editor of 
your paper followed suit. To print articles 
without some knowledge of the facts in- 
dicated that there is a lack of concern 
for the public on his part. The releasing 
of your report spurs a challenger to your 
capacity as a reporter and questions the 
legitimacy of your editor. Will the local 
population have to be subjected to such in- 
sulting behaviour? Can they feel secure that 
they are reading the truth reported In an 
objective manner? 

Failure on your part to rectify the situa- 
tion will indicate that there is no sense of 
obligation to your public and that future ar- 
ticles will have to be selected carefully 
to determine their validity.

thodius r made a solemn appeat In 
the pages oftheTsarigradski Ves- 
tnik to all Bulgarians throughout 
the Ottoman Empire to celebrate 
the day that dedicated to the saint- 
ly brothers. 

The same newspaper carried 
reports from the most distant 
parts of Bulgaria telling of a Jub- 
ilant, nation-wide inspired cele- 
bration of the Saints Cyril and 
Methodius to which whole vil- 
lages and towns thronged . .' 

The celebration of this day was 
also convenient for concealing the 
purely political task of most of 
the participants: the task of keep- 
ing the national consciousness of 
the enslaved Bulgarian people a- 
live. It was not by chance that 
the revolutionary poet Hristo Bo- 
tev wrote the following memor- 
able words in his Znam. news- 
paper: '...Cyril and Methodius 
aro geniuses of Slavdom ... the 
work of Cyril and Methodius giv- 
es us the right to be proud that 
we have also contributed some- 
thing to human progress...' 

Later the outstanding Bulgarian 
poet Ivan Vazov said: '...We have 
also given something to the world, 
books for all Slavs to read...' 

The work of the two brothers 
also gave Georgi Dlmltrov, an- 
other great Bulgarian, the cour- 
age to declare proudly at the 
Relchstg Fire Trial: 

'At the time when the German 
Emperor Karl V used to say that 
he spoke German only to his hor- 
ses and when the German nobili- 
ty and educated people spole only 
Latin and were ashamed of the 
German language, the apostles Cy- 
ril and Methodius- had arready 
created and spread the .Old Bul- 
,garlan letters.,* . .

Today, there are 27 establishments of higher education and 21 
colleges In Bulgaria. A total of 105,237 people,93,713 of whom 
were regular students^ studies there In the academic year 1971/ 
1972. 

About 51.8 per cent of the total number of students are wo- 
men. The number of women students has increased 15-fold in 
comparison with the pre-war year 1939. 

There are 3,153 cinemas and 51 theatres In Bulgaria. 

There was a total circulation of 42 million copies of books 
published in our country in 1971. 

Seven hundred newspapers are published in Bulgaria in a total 
annual circulation of 850 million copies. 

Eight hundred and fifty magazines come out in a total annual 
circulation of 49 mil'ion copies. 

There are 427 scientific centres in our country, 173 of which 
are research or design and construction institutes. There are 
13,219 scientists and researchers engaged in the research insti- 
tutes alone. Work was done on 17,650 scientific themes and re- 
search tasks in 1971. 

The archaeological, historical and cultural heritage of Bul- 
garia is housed and on display in 156 museums in different 
parts of the country. 
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THE WORKING 

MAN 

IN BULGARIA

Socialism has made the way of life, the culture 
and the social status of the two friendly classes in 
Bulgaria, tha working class and the cooperative 
farmers, almost alike. These two classes form the 
overwhelming majority of the population of the 
country and they own tho moans of production. The 
key to an understanding of our nation's offorts to 
solve the topical problems of our social and 
oconomic development is to be sought in this histo- 
rical fact. 

Under the conditions of the scientific and techni- 
cal revolution, iho rate al which tho nature of our 
socialist notion is talcing shape does not depend 
only on Iho number of people with higher edu- 
cation. No mottor how important the porcentago of 
peoplo with higher education may bo, life hat 
shown that iho lovol of the education of the 
workers and cooperative farmers is also of 
tremendous significance Sociological studies show 
tli at technology in tha 'sovontios of tho twentieth 
century has mode sacondary education necessary 
for people oparating machines. In tho last quorter 
of a century, iho number of working people with 
secondary education in Bulgaria has increased 
eleven times. 

The task of solving this problem'- secondary 
education for all working people • is extremely 
difficult because capitalism left us a terrible 
heritage in tho field of education. Probably, the 
people hostile lo Bulgaria hod precisely this in 
mind when, at tho beginning of -the socialist 
industrialization of the country and the mechaniza- 
tion of its agriculture, they spoko with scepticism 
■ :b-;tt these projects and likened tho country, which 
preparing ils'clf to enter upon tho stag* 1 of 
modern industrial civilization, to a bull in a china 
shop. Tho successes cchic^d during the last 
quarter of a contury appear even more important 
if wc take into consideration tho fact that no 
schools ojtiKod in 2/ per cent of the villages in 
Eulrjaria under cupitclisrn. Wo are proud of the 
results of Iho cultural revolution in tho country 
L?touso over 1,U00,G00 formor shepherds, plough- 
i.i':ii and herdsmen have become turners, enoine- 
diivcrs, Of. valors of ccmbine-harvosters, builders, 
spinners and weavers, in the Iwenty-fivo years of 
people's government. Lot us point to u few 
figures to illustrate this point: in 19<J0 there were 
only 22,000 engineering work on in tho country. 
Now there arc more than 200,000. Metallurgical 
workers in IvdO numbered 327 all told. Today the 
numbor is wall over 30,000. 

At present nocrly ono-third of the people over 
the age of 16 have cducolion abovo the eighth 
tjrado lovel. And now Bulgaria is about to intro- 
duce compulsory secondary education in the 
unified general educational and polytcchnical 
schools; in them there will bo gradually merged 
(he present two trends in the education of young 
people - gonoral educational and vocational - 
which have arisen as ci rosult of Iho historical dovo- 
lopment of tho country. 

This procoss is taking place parallel with 
another one nnt less important. Tliot is tho quali- 
fication and ro qualification of workers cither 
OKtramu rally, without breaking off work, or in 
regular courses, with a period of interruption in 
their work. During the current fivo-yeor plan which 
will end in 1975, not loss than 250,000 boys and 
girls will complolo their oducation at vocational 
school*! und 300,000 will finis!) different qua- 
lification courses. Itcro il r..ust bo pointed out that 
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the industrial and other enterprises and the State 
shoulder tho entire oxpensos entallod In holding 
those qualification coursos. These and other factors 
givo us roason to ex poet that the numbor of skilled 
workers will havo increased from the present 27. i 
per cont to 35.9 por cant by tho ond of this five- 
year poriod ond tho numbor of unskilled workers 
will havo dropped from32 per cont in 1970 to 12.9 
per cont in 1975. 

Particular attantlon is now being paid to yet 
another reserve - to the vocational training of 
young people who Have either completed their 
education or havo not done so - young peoplo who, 
for ono roason or onother, aro neither study ing 
nor working. During their training they will rocoive 
food and clothing free of charge ond their (ravel- 
ling oxpensos will also be covered by the State. 
Ihoy will also receive fringe bonofils, according to 
tt}0 trado thoy uro going to master and their family 
status. 

At prcsont important changes aro totting pluco 
in tho lifo of agricultural workers. Over 90 per cent 
of the chairman of cooperative forms in Bulgaria 
aro univorsity graduates and 50 por cent of tho 
work-team leaders aro sacondary school gra- 
duates. Tho numbor of tho oxocutivo personnel in 
agriculture with secondary education is increasing 
without lot-up. This is something now in the rurol 
districts of Bulgaria. The growth of the country's 
productive forces, iho mechanization and 
automation of production will, no doubt, increas- 
ingly do away with manual labour — thus tho intel- 
lectual aspect of work will gradually become 
predominant. This procoss is of extreme import- 
ance to tho development of a qualitatively now 1 , 
more highly qualified and moro highly cultured 
type of worker in the socialist State. 

The high rates of development in Iho process of 
bringing tho working people culturally all up to the 
samo high lovol can be judged also from othe>_ 
things. 

In regard lo incomes, tho cooperative .' .rmcrs 
in this country hovo drawn up lovol wiih the 
workers. Bosidos this, it has been found tiiuf the 
Looporalivo farmers spend moro on their culturul 
und housohold roquironionts than do tho war Iters. 
I low can this bo explained? It can bo cxplainod by 
(lie fact that it is no longer necessary for the 
Bulgarian cooperative farmer lo buy farm im- 
plements, draught unimuls, livestock und foiti- 
lizors. Ho has boon freod from the worryof market- 
ing his farm produce. No crises, slumps, etc.,. 
thrcaton him and so ho is now spending his income 
lo raise tho standard of his lifo, to educate himself 
and to satisfy his cultural requirements. 

Tho measures takon to raise tho working man's 
standard of life in our socialist society arc of great 
importance to his cultural growth. Thus, for 
instance, Iho minimum wage has been raised by 
20 por Cent and no income lax is imposed un it. 
The poy of other categories of workers has also 
boon raised. The principal lines to bo taken in en- 
hancing the role of tho Bulgarian woman in tho 
build-up of an advanced socialist society hove 
boon specified in a document which has boon 
published. Tins document issued by tha Bulguiiun 
Communist Parly has luid tho foundations for the 
State to take over iho whole maintenance of 
children and leenogors; it has ulso ensured other 
privileges for women, especially those who work 
outsido tho home and who are ut tho sumo lime 
mothers and housowives. 

The production of electric power, steel, fuhrics, 
footwoar, coment, elec Ironic compulation 
equipment, etc. is continually increasing. The edu- 
cation and the culture of the socialist workers arc 
growing parallel with this industrial growth. All 
this can be gauged by tho prcsont lechm-'jl 
training of workers, the number of books they 
read, tho numbor of theatro performances they 
attend, the proposals put forward by innovulors 
and the conscientious altitude toward work und 
sociol duties. Imporcoptibly the all-round develop* 
ment of each individual man is taking place, and 
mon and women, so formed in tho socialist 
community, man and women with high morul und 
spirituol virtues, ensure our succoss in tho building 
of the advanced socialist society.
